The busi- 
ness man considers printing only 
when recognizes certain problems 
his business, and realizes that cer- 
tain printing may assist solving 
the problems taking advantage 
the opportunities.” 


The Narrow-Minded Buyer 


One chapter points out that the nar- 
row viewpoint some buyers, who 
think only terms the cost the 
raw materials which into the mak- 
ing catalog circular, defeats 
the ends they are striving for. 

“In considering his sales projects,” 
says the book, “the business man 
studies markets, distribution, buying 
habits, and the like. considering 
production, studies costs, plant lay- 
out, overhead, and similar subjects. 
nearly all his activities the busi- 
ness man studies first, and 
the mechanical means for performing 


those functions second. But buy- 
ing printing—a servant nearly 
every function his business—he 
prone proceed terms paper 
and ink.”

The “Why” Economical Printing 

The question may arise why 
the New York Employing Printers’ 
Association should sponsor book giv- 
ing the public suggestions for reduc- 
ing its printing costs.

“Why should printer want help 
his customer buy printing more 
economically, when the printer’s inter- 
est would seem favor making his 
charges large possible? The 
answer that realizes can 
thereby promote the interests him- 
self and his industry. the judg- 
ment New York printers that 
many users printing would use 
still more they knew how buy 
more reasonable prices. New York 
printers believe they are able help 
the buyer reducing his costs, and 
help themselves thereby selling 
more printing.” 


Helping Customers Tangible Way 


aid the campaign and 
arouse interest the book, series 
eight mailing pieces being sent out 
business executives. The first 
letter, the remaining seven are fold- 
ers, each one telling story how 
printer helped customer tangi- 
ble way obtain more effective print- 
ing more economically. One the 
folders Grandad Got That 
Up,” teaches example how 
business concern can sometimes get 
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better results dividing its. catalog 
into separate catalogs and circulating 
each only among those prospective 
buyers who will interested the 
contents the smaller catalog. 

“The head old established 
business disturbed the growing 
costs his catalog, which still 
issued general catalog the 
entire line, according the original 
plan the present head’s grand- 
father,” the folder explains. 

“His printer pointed out that pres- 
ent-day dealers who handle his prod- 
uct are divided into classes; and that 
issuing four corresponding smaller 
eatalogs, each describing only the 
products interest the individual 
dealer, the cost could again brought 
the correct ratio sales and 
profits.” 

teaching the manufacturer 
avoid waste circulation his catalogs, 
the printer cannot help but make the 
customer more enthusiastic than ever 
over printing aid his business. 


Cheap Work Poor Economy 


Another folder teaches the lesson, 
which every bookbinder would well 
impress upon his customers, that 
cheap work often poor economy. 

“An executive machinery 
plant,” the folder says, “chides his 
printer for recommending more ex- 
pensive instruction book. prove 
his point picks copy the 
book question. slips from his 
hand and drops the floor, where its 
binding breaks, scattering the leaves 
everywhere. 

“The printer then points out that 
for instruction book which fre- 
quently referred and receives hard 
usage the paper and binding are not 
strong enough. suggests check- 
see how many duplicates has 
been necessary send out replace- 
ments and clinches his argument for 
better book recalling the 
executive that their last supply the 
books became exhausted sooner than 
expected.” 


Saving Dollars Waste

might give the impression that 
special skill has been required their 
preparation, but this not the real 
condition, and only due the 
painstaking and careful work the 
flexible glue manufacturer that the 
finished product easily handled 
the industries which finds its 
field usefulness. 


Careful Selection Raw Materials 


One the most important factors 
and fact the making any pro- 
duct, the careful selection the 
raw materials which into its manu- 
facture, and this particularly true 
the selection and standardization 
the base materials used the pre- 
paration the flexible and liquid 
glues. 

While true that many chemi- 
cal compounds may purchased un- 
der very rigid specifications, and with 
the definite assurance that such com- 
pounds may produced such speci- 
fications unfortunately not 
easy obtain definite standard pro- 
ducts for many the substances re- 
quired the manufacture glues 
and other adhesives. But the most 
important factor the making 
such products the proper blend 
these various ingredients. One glue 
may give very strong jelly strength, 
while almost the reverse true 
other glues, etc. 


Control Manufacture 


We, therefore, keep control every 
lot glue purchased; they may vary, 
mentioned. This control very 
important insures our customers 
always receiving uniform goods. Par- 
ties making their own, course, 
cannot very well have these safe- 
guards. Control the manufacture 
flexible glues should not wholly 
dependent upon the human element, 
but the equipment used their manu- 
facture should fitted with the finest 
mechanical controls, such Thermo- 
stats for nicety temperature con- 
trol, proper agitators prevent the 
imprisonment air. Not only this 
true flexible glues but also such 
products liquid glues, etc. 


Qualifications Good Glue 
good flexible glue should possess 
the following qualities: 


should not string foam 
any marked degree, this seriously 
interferes with production. 


should melt readily when 
warmed about 50° (122° 
not over 60° (140° F.) 

should remain flexible and not 
deteriorate any way. 

bacterial action. 

should also have good cover- 
ing properties. 


Properties Boiling 


this respect, might compare 
well-made flexible glue with starches 
and dextrines from which manu- 
facture adhesives abundance. For 
the sake comparison and for the 
lack something better, allow 
compare high grade glue with, what 
may termed, thick boiling starch. 

good grade glue will swell 
enormously where water added and 
allowed stand for some time. Po- 
tato starch not treated (by this 
mean not converted any manner 
make thin boiling) will take but 
very little water when cold. 

This undoubtedly due the outer 
shell which quite often referred 
Amylopectin. Not being soluble 
cold water, the inner part the 
starch Amylose but little affected. 
the application heat, the outer 
shell, (Amylopectin) gradually swells 
until bursts open, allowing the inner 
(soluble) portion Amylose come 
contact with the hot water, causing 
swelling the starch and the final 
result thick gelatinous mass. 

Now with glue gelatine this ap- 
pears just the reverse. Glue 
gelatine good grade, because 
their affinity for water swell afore- 
mentioned cold water and becomes 
thinner heating, but again gela- 
tinizes when cold, due undoubtedly 
rearrangement its molecular 
structure. 

Now, take the same Potato 
Starch and render soluble—in other 
words converting soluble starch, 
dextrine, with either acid, malt 
some other such converting agent, 
immediately thin out what first 
was very thick boiling starch. 
this process thinning out, have 
broken down the gelatinous structure 
which first consisted large par- 
ticles, and divided them into much 
finer subdivisions. this way, 
have taken away certain its cover- 
ing properties but rendered slightly 
more adhesive. More so, the further 
the conversion carried out, due 
the formation sugar, etc. 

for example, one part starch 
and eight parts water when heated, 
will give gelatinous mass—heavy 
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stringy, (if potato) and somewhat 
adhesive. this same amount 
starch and water was dextrinized, 
could increase the concentration 
these very minute particles dextrine 
until the solution saturated, and 
would have adhesive far su- 
perior the ordinary thick boiling 
starch. 

For comparison: poor grade 
glue was used, would com- 
paratively simple build the pro- 
per body, but unfortunately such 
compound would decidedly lacking 
adhesiveness and flexibility. 

may, therefore, start with 
high grade glue and partially con- 
vert it, order not decrease its 
working properties, but obtain pro- 
duct which spreads well, has flexibility 
and tack and free from stringiness, 
which opinion are the results 
striven for.

Today the name Elmo Reavis

Mr. Reavis named his firm the Paci- 
fic Library Binding Company; and 
the name the firm be- 
gan catering once this specific 
field and has not deviated there- 
from since. now gets considerably 
greater volume business from 
single account than his total business 
was the first year. the specialized 
type book binding developed under 
Mr. Reavis, there came need for 
specialized equipment for the work. 
Being unable get the sort ma- 
chinery needed, Mr. Reavis began 
experiment; and eventually 
turned out machine that greatly 
simplified his job. Today manu- 
factures three machines used almost 
universally library binding, and 
heads separate firm manufac- 
ture specialized equipment for library 
binding. called the Oversewing 
Machine Company and housed with 
the other firm 770 East Washing- 
ton Street, Los Angeles. Mr. Reavis 
president both companies.

Solving Problem Fluctuating 
Volume 


When first started the business, 
Mr. Reavis was confronted with radi- 
cal fluctuation volume. some 
seasons the year, the shop was 
overflowing with work, making im- 
possible for render prompt ser- 
vice, which meant dissatisfied cus- 
tomers; and other times there was 
little do, but with overhead piling 
just the same. 


was easy see why this condi- 
tion existed. Librarians habitually 
threw aside books needing repairing 
until great heap accumulated; and 
then after some persuasion they in- 
duced the janitor box them and 
send them the book binder, tele- 
phoned the shop come and get the 
work right away. all libraries and 
public schools had the habit clean- 
ing old books something like the 
same time each year, they all wanted 
work done once.

Motor Truck Makes Regular Rounds 


First, the firm provided motor 
truck make regular rounds the 
territory within the vicinity Los 
Angeles. the present time this 
truck renders free pick-up and de- 
livery within average radius 100 
miles Los Angeles. The truck pro- 
vided, the concern next bought sup- 
ply strong cloth bags. The driver 
took these bags with him and left 
appropriate supply each library, 
requesting that the librarian place 
them where would convenient 
drop into them all books rebound, 
rather than relegate them dark- 
room until large supply accumu- 
lated. was explained that the truck 
would return later take the 
bags with whatever books them. 
was not necessary for the library 
accumulate lot books before 
sending them in, because the shop 
could just good work, and just 
reasonably, whether there was just 
one book several hundred sent 
time. 


Equalizing Business 

Three four days before the driver 
due specific route, the office 
sends out postal card notifying the 
customers that will there 
pick the bags few days and 
asking them put aside any other 
books they want have bound.

The stock that accumulates and seem- 
ingly will never needed sold back 
waste paper dealers from time 
time the regular pound price. 

Although this service had done 
much build business for the com- 
pany, likewise produced evil. 
Because was simple matter for 
the libraries just send their 
books and magazines incomplete, they 
did and left the firm 
straighten out the missing parts. Be- 
cause often necessary for the 
company order missing numbers 
from out the city—sometimes from 
out the country—the magazines that 
are bound when the missing 
parts arrive naturally form great 
accumulation. 


Procedure Case Missing Parts 


overcome this handicap, Mr. 
Reavis uses plan whereby has 
been able induce many the custo- 
mers notify the company ad- 
vance missing parts, hold the job 
until the company notifies them that 
the missing parts are hand, and 
then send them the usual man- 
ner. has induced customers 
this providing them with neat or- 
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derbooks for missing parts. The order 
made out triplicate. One re- 
tained the book the customer 
and the duplicate and triplicate copies 
are mailed the Pacific Library 
Binding Company. Immediately the 
company places order for the miss- 
ing part, unless can found its 
own stock, and soon the part 
available, the customer notified 
mailing the triplicate copy orderand 
sends the job. the back 
each order book order blank for 
another order book, that the custo- 
mer keeps supplied with books regu- 
larly.

Systematic Plan Operation 


The Pacific Library Binding Com- 
pany noteworthy for its systematic 
plan operation. Mr. Reavis has 
ideally adapted the “Ford” unit idea 
the plant. Every one the 
employes—an equal number men 
and girls—has specific thing do. 
solely responsible for that one 
specific job and none other. re- 
sult this, Mr. Reavis declares, the 
men and women take more pride 
their work and strive more for indi- 
vidual accomplishment. 

When job comes into the shop 
makes complete and systematic cir- 
cuit the plant, which located 
the first floor the building. One 
girl counts the books and checks them 
against the list which the customer 
sends with them. Then they 
another who carefully collates the 
pages see that none are missing. 
Step step, the job passes from one 
another—the man who removes the 
old binding, who “sands” the old 
glue away, the woman who divides 
sections; then the sewers. There 
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particular colored stitch some- 
where the sewing each book, 
which identifies the operator who 
sewed it. 


“Charting” and Lettering 


The bindery utilizes its own system 
“charting” the book for the proper 
size binding. One girl does this 
applying the book measure which 
automatically gives the three dimen- 
sions that are needed for cutting the 
linings, board, leathers and covering 
cloths. Stock linings 
are kept hand for all the ordinary 
dimensions, being the job one 
boy keep the linings properly 
stocked, and one man keep stock 
boards cut and systematically stacked. 

Ordinary lettering, where repeating 
not necessary, done the use 
Ludlow typograph machine, 
which the type cast much the 
same manner linotype ma- 
chine. There special spacer 
which breaks the string metal 
into many parts there are dif- 
ferent lines used the titling 
the book. 

When magazines are received, one 
girl takes them and checks see that 
all the numbers are there, and she 
removes the covers and advertising 
sections. She passes them another 
girl who collates the pages see that 
they are all there; and third girl 
goes through and patches torn pages. 


Novel Vacation Plan 


The company has unusual policy 
toward vacations for employes. 
person permitted take time off 
during the Summer, even without pay. 
But about September first, the com- 
pany locks its doors and everyone 
the organization from Mr. Reavis 
down the janitor takes the week 
off. The time is. arranged that 
Labor day included and gives them 
about ten days’ vacation with pay. 


The Oversewing Machine Company 
manufactures three machines that are 
sold all over the world where library 
binding done. One the oversew- 
ing machine, another the scoring ma- 
chine, and the third the sanding ma- 
chine. These have been developed 
Mr. Reavis primarily meet his own 
needs; but the demand for them from 
outside grew such extent that 
became necessary form separate 
manufacturing company handle the 
business. 


Experimental Laboratory 


This modern bindery has served 
sort experimental laboratory for 
library binding equipment, even 
binders England and Scotland keep- 
ing touch with 
experiments Mr. Reavis here.

forating machines the ver- 

tical type course requires 
some thought and intelligent handling 
the machine. 

Many years ago the dies verti- 
cal perforators were made thin 
sheet steel blade just soft enough 
the material could drilled and 
reamed. 

But perforating demands pro- 
gressed, heavier and more substan- 
tial machines were required, which 
the cause the heavy inlaid tool 
steel hardened dies found vertical 
perforators today. 

Keeping Punches Sharp 

fault very common with the oper- 
ation perforators that failing 
keep the punches sharp, and too 
much stress cannot laid upon this 
point feature. 

order cut paper clean, 
necessary have sharp cutting 
edge and just important 
keep the perforating punches sharp 
properly ground and sharp. 

The punches perforating ma- 
chine are naturally somewhat softer 
than the steel die. The idea this 
that the punches are more easily re- 
placed and are much less expensive. 


Danger Dulled Punches 


the punches are allowed be- 
come dull, they finally become worn 
similar the point pin, and in- 
stead cutting the paper out, they 
simply push the paper through and 
wedge between the punch and holes 
the die. This causes the die ex- 
pand the holes and become worn 
just inverted bell, with the large 
part the hole top and the small 
part the hole the bottom. 

die becomes worn this man- 


successful operation per- 


ner, very hard matter get 
ever cut clean again, and most 
cases after the machine has been used 
this condition for any great length 
time, the die will worn beyond 
repair. 

then becomes necessary re- 
place the die, stripper and punch 
holder together with new punches. 
fact, the machine has been ruined. 


Saving Dollars Long Run 


The proper method operating 
vertical perforator change the 
punches when the machine begins 
leave burr or, other words, when 
does not perforate clean. 

The cost the punches very 
trifling, and the user will save many 
dollars the long run. 

Another cause poor perforation 
not having the punches enter the 
die deep enough and short time 
the holes the die become clogged 
with the perforation plugs. be- 
comes difficult attempting 
‘perforate against solid steel plate, 
the perforation plugs become 
wedged packed the die holes 
tightly that sometimes necessary 
drill the holes out. 

Serious Strain Machine 


Allowing the perforation plugs 
clog the lower die not only causes 
rough perforation, not cutting out 
the plugs, but causes serious. strain 
the machine and also greatly in- 
creases effort the part the opera- 
tor, especially foot power ma- 
chine being used. 

suggestion would be, the ver- 
tical perforator not making clean 
perforation, that you remove all the 
slides over the punches except one 
approximately inches long. 
Then make operation the ma- 
chine, slide the plate another posi- 
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tion, make another operation the 
machine and repeat until you have 
gone all the way across the full width 
the perforator. 

Now, then, the proper adjustment 
for the punches vertical perfora- 
tor have them raised just high 
enough strip the paper each 
operation. All vertical perforators are 
provided with sufficient “throw” 
clear the die all perforation plugs 
each operation after the machine 
properly adjusted. 

you will follow these suggestions, 
will not only the means giving 
you much better perforation, but 
better perforation for longer period 
of.time and more perforations the 
time expended, and the machine will 
last much longer. Mark Twain said

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Operation Hinged 
Paper Covering 
Machine 


machine which has found favor 
number binderies the hinged 
paper covering machine, manufac- 
tured the John Pleger Co., Chi- 
cago, and designed fulfil the need 
for increased production over hand 
covering. 

The machine will score two ways. 
The scoring wheels are set the 
exact thickness the book, and 
chance they are set too wide too 
narrow they can corrected quickly 
before any great number have been 
improperly scored. The machine will 
glue the cover between the hinge 
scores and cover books speed 
designed take any thickness 
book from one section two inches, 
and any length inches and 
any width inches. 

operate this machine for hinged 
paper covering, the covers are placed 
the feeder, which friction 
ratchet type and will feed embossed 
plain cover stock. The sheets when 
fed are carried chain with lugs 
inches apart against guide under 
the scoring rollers, thence under the 
glue rollers, where the ribbon-like 
glue applied. The sheet then 
the book shelf, book 
placed against the guide, the lugs 
the chain carry the book and cover 
into the clamp head, where the book 
held firmly. The back cover 
turned up, and during its progress 
through the machine drawn over 
tightly, rubbed down the rotary 
wiper the back and sides; and 
series rubber rollers continues rub- 
bing the back and sides until the book 
deposited the delivery board, 
where each book, deposited, 
ratcheted forward one inch, thus giv- 
ing ample time for the glue set be- 
fore stacking.

Leaf Manufacturer 


machine especial interest 
loose-leaf manufacturers the auto- 
matic “combiner,” Model 51, made 
the New Jersey Machine Corporation, 
Hoboken, The “combiner” 
used lay lining box covers and 
post binders, for mounting pictures 
other papers flat objects, and for 
attaching labels other sheets 
cardboard, books, folders, binders, 
albums, etc. 


operating the “combiner” the 
labels linings are placed pile 
the feeding table, equipped with 
adjustable side gauges, from where 
they are withdrawn means 
suction arm and inserted into the feed 
rollers.

Remodeling and Expansion 


ECENT remodeling and expan- 
sion their quarters the 


Bush Terminal, Third Ave- 
nue, 33rd street, Brooklyn, was cele- 
brated George McKibbin Son, 
week, during which customers and 
other friends company in- 
spected the plant. 

Steady growth has marked the 
career the company ever since its 
founding 1890 George McKibbin, 
now deceased, father George Mc- 
Kibbin, the present head the firm. 
was his conviction that there was 
excellent field for well-made, 
serviceable leather-bound memo book 
which would not fall apart before 
had served its purpose, that prompted 
Mr. McKibbin embark business 
Beekman street, more than 
years ago. 

Although the company’s activities 
have expanded considerably since 
then and their work now includes 
every kind bookbinding, includ- 
ing catalog, reference book, technical 
and rate-book binding, its success 
due the fact that built firmly and 
solidly the foundation laid the 
founder. 

Some Early History 


The company made such rapid prog- 
ress that was soon found neces- 
sary move larger quarters 
Duane and Center streets. The busi- 
ness continued develop, and 1900 
Mr. McKibbin bought six-story 
building Park street, which 
occupied until the city took over the 
property 1908 for approach 
the Municipal Court House. The com- 
pany, which had now been incorpo- 
rated next moved 78-80 Walker 
street, and 1913 went across the 
Bridge into Brooklyn, locating the 
Bush 

Even here, its growth has con- 
tinued. Its original 15,000 feet 
floor space has expanded 28,000 and 
now two-unit plant, with 
capacity 9,000 volumes day. The 
bindery laid out along the most 
modern lines. Ample light pro- 
vided windows around all the walls, 
and the electric lights overhead are 
not often needed. The machines are 
arranged around the walls that the 
work moves one direction, one proc- 
ess succeeding the 
ess the adjoining machine, with 
retracing steps. Railroad sidings 
come right the building and 
piers are little over block away. 


Welfare Work Important 


While the company has given much 
thought modernizing its production 
department and its equipment in- 
cludes the latest bookbinding machin- 


ery, has not forgotten the welfare 
its employees. innovation 
the Girls’ Lunch Room. Here the girl 
employees spend their noon hour, re- 
moved from the atmosphere the 
work room. Dainty tables and com- 
fortable chairs afford “homey” place 
eat, and Victrola has been pro- 
vided for their recreation. When the 
girls arrive the plant the morn- 
ing, they leave their lunch baskets 
cupboard the lunchroom. re- 
frigerator also their disposal 
which they may place cold drinks, and 
gas stove being installed per- 
mit them have warm lunches, 
heat tea coffee. The girls take such 
pride the Noonday Club that they 
made dainty chiffon curtains for the 
windows. 

The bindery has emergency 
room, which are hospital cot and 
first aid equipment. case acci- 
dent sudden illness, employee 
could removed here and the case 
were serious transferred the more 
elaborate hospital room which the 
Bush Terminal provides, with doctor 
and two nurses. 

The employees have their own social 
organization, which meets least 
once every two months. Gala affairs, 
such carnivals and masquerades, 
are held Thanksgiving and other 
special occasions. 


Keeping: Customer 


Operating successful business de- 
pends not only upon getting the job 
but having the customer satisfied 
when completed, the opinion 
George McKibbin, president and 
treasurer the firm. 

“Most the binder’s troubles with 
his customers will avoided if, be- 
fore the job taken, shows the 
latter that quality work the bind- 
ing will make the book the catalog,” 
said Mr. McKibbin. 

“If concern has expended lot 
money the printed pages its 
catalog and has gone for beautiful 
half-tones colored illustrations, 
poor economy stint the bind- 
ing. Careless stitching gathering, 
warped cover, poor materials for the 
cover, can nullify all the artistic work 
that has already gone into the book- 
let. The average customer reason- 


the expenditure few cents more 
will give him book that can feel 
proud of. And when the job com- 
pleted his satisfaction, will 
thank the binder who has gone the 
trouble convincing him. 

“Tt may difficult sometimes, but 
the bookbinder’s duty explain 
his customer that book can’t 
pushed through the plant break- 
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neck speed without suffering. Occa- 
sionally customer will place order 
for certain number volumes 
certain book and say: must have 
them such-and-such time.’ The 
time sets may too short allow 
the binder the book full justice. 
this case try persuade the 
customer that his own interest 
give little more time. Gen- 
erally sees the force the argu- 
ment and agrees. course, 
insistent that get his book right 
away, accommodate him, but not 
until after have explained the 
situation him.”

1921 the American 
News Co. bought $405,000 worth 
these books, which retailed 
cents.

10,000,000 copies and Webster’s New 
Century Dictionary flexible binding 
popular prices attained wide cir- 
culation. Sales their juvenile 
series have reached totals 1,000,000

EMBERS the bookbinding in- 
dustry learned with regret the 
death April 4th Harvey 
Ingalls, well known manufacturer 
‘binders board. 


Mr. Ingalls, the son Daniel 
Ingalls, journeyman papermaker, 
was born Milton, New York, 
1850. Harvey Ingalls, like his father 
‘before him, entered the paper-making 
early age, and between 
1860 and 1873 was employed mills 
Middle Grove, Ballston, Rock City 
Falls, and Fonda, New York. During 
these years, his father had been leas- 
ing and operating paper mills his 
own account and superintending for 
others. 1873, father and son bought 
from Rogers mill South 
Conn., and started the 
manufacture binders’ board. new 
mill was erected near the site the 
old one, which had burned down, and 
here the manufacturing was continued 
1888, when the mill was sold 
Cheney Bros., silk manufacturers. 


Daniel Ingalls retired from busi- 
ness this time, but his son secured 
the business was incorporated under 
the name Ingalls Co., Harvey 


BOOKBINDING MAGAZINE 


Ingalls being treasurer, secretary, 
and general manager. With him were 
associated Calvin Woolworth and 
John Graham, both pioneers the 
paper trade. 

Mr. Ingalls continued the man- 
agement the company until last 
year, when the mill was sold and 
manufacturing discontinued pending 
the erection new mill, also 
Castleton. This new project now 
under way, and will continued 
Harvey Ingalls’ son, Edmund, who 
represents the fourth generation 
paper manufacturers the family. 

Mr. Ingalls was president the 
National Exchange Bank, Castle- 
ton, president the Cheney 
Piano Auction Co., and officer 
the Castleton Building Savings and 
Loan Association. was member 
the Sons the American Revolu- 
tion and prominent church and civic 
affairs. survived his widow 
and five children.
